Claims 1-7 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 3,056,795, see anticipatory compound at col. 14 
compound(b) or US 4,178,377, see anticipatory compound at col. 25 lines 52-53. 

Claims 8^0 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2), because the prior art does not disclose compounds or method of using the 
compounds for insecticides. 

Claims 1-10 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over 

US 3 056 795, US 4 178,377, or CA1 3 8:255252. US 3,056,795 disclosed anticipatory compound at col. 14 compound(D) and taught 
generally of variations in substitutions, US 4,178377 disclosed anticipatory compound at col. 25 lines 52-53, and taught genencal y 
of variations in substitutions, CA 138 disclosed species of lower alkyl substituted piperidine compounds of theclaims and taught that 
the R4 or R5 can both be hydrogen. Therefore, the claims are encompassed by the generic disclosure of the references. 

Claims 1 1-40 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2>(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the composition or 
use of the compound for insecticide. 

Claims 1-40 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
